That her story about the FBI agent la true I have no doubt* Lika 
you, me, and all of us, 1 am sure that under mental strain she 
was capable of getting Into a violent disagreement with this man, 
even an FBI agent who are human beings* Whether or not the FBI 
agent was a bad apple, I do not know* This IS a subject we should 
investigate, and you are going about it the right way* 

We must keep in mind that for most of her life (Prior to being 
a communist, for the FBI in 1957) she was active in left wing 
activities* Much of her interest lay in the oivll rights move- 
ment and belief that this was the way for negroes to aooompllsh 
equality* She believed. this and was indoctrinated with this left 
wing philosophy* 

She apparently followed a very unusual and confusing eareer as a 
communist for the FBI* She appears to have made regular reporta 
to the FBI covering the meetings she attended* The FBI cooperated 
with her and ahe reported all the meetings she attended* She seemed 
to perform her duties for the FBI very well* At the same time, she 
seemed to feel that some of the civil rights activities, part- 
icularly the Negro American Labor organization, headed by A* Phillip 
Randolph, was a good organization ana at that time she seemed to 
believe that A* Phillip Randolph as a great leader* She appears to 
have, thought she> mould be a communist and climb in the communist 
party organization which took her into the Begro American Labor 
organization where she felt there she could be of value to the 
negroes and the civil rights movement by keeping Communist ideas, 
and oommuni8ts from gaining inf luenoe in the Negro American Labor 
organization, although she, herself, got, there from the communists 
boosting her* 

This sounds confusing, but I have talked to her at length and believe 
that there was a reason for her confusion* It was a normal develop- 
ment of all the forees at work on a woman who for years had been 
indoctrinated with a left wing philosophy* 

Fortunately, for us, she as a youth had a strong religious upbringing 
by her parents, and 1 am confident that she is in the process of 
making a full olrols back* She has come a long way since I first 
contact ed her in September, • and I still feel that she will be a 
terrific asset to the John Birch Society* 

She gave a small talk last Sunday night to about 70 Birch Society 
chapter leaders and members in Glenview* I have a tape of this 
speech* She wrote the entire speech with no coaching or suggestions 
from me whatsoever* Her speech was very good* With a little 




encouragement, gwUnee, and suggestions frofiftie, her speech could 
be dynamio* She .Has now joined the great est^ream on harth, We 
now oust share our knowledge with her* she will learn fast* 

If she were mentally unstable, or some sort of an agent-infiltrator , 
1 believe my judgment would have detected it by now.

Prior to her meeting me in Sept# 1969, I doubt that ahe has had

The 
Agent who primarily handled her during the time when she 
was most active in the Communist Party (CP) and who was 
most responsible for directing her activities was SA JOHN 
D, RIORDAN. 

Upon receipt of referenced communications pjpiH 
““»*«* I t a lked U °t “length 'with ld 
f? * H categorically denied the allegations men- 
tioned in referenced communications and the original and 
two copies of a sworn affidavit obtained from him are 
enclosed to the Bureau. 

He specifically denies ever directing her to 
marry CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT or to be intimate with CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT'. He further categoricaliy denies ever, 
instructing her to delete pertinent information from her 
reports i 

I talked at length with SA RIORDAN as to his 
handling of this informant and he readily admitted that 
she was a most difficult informant to handle. There were 
times when he would issue her instructions which she com- 
pletely disobored. This is borne out in the file, it being 
noted that on one occasion the Bureau instructed that this 
informant be dissuaded from attending a Negro American 
Labor Council meeting in New York City in 1963. Informant 
disregarded the instructions and attended this conference. 

SA RIORDAN ^pointed out that, the informant on many 
occasions would, jump to conclusions which she would put 
into her informant reports. As an example # she would in 
her reports identify a -person attending. a particular meeting 
as being a member of the CP. RIORDAN found it necessary to 
challenge her and to make her identify how she knew this 
individual to be a member of the CP. SA RIORDAN stated 
that on many occasions she -would resent the fact that he 
challenged her statements, but that it was absolutely 
necessary to do so to insure accuracy .in her reports. 

SA RIORDAN stated she was the type of person who 
would resent direction towards certain objectives, feeling 
apparently that she should be the one who should decide 
meetings to be attended , organizations to penetrate , etc «

As an example, she would put an asterisk * 7 

back of the n&me of each person who attended a particular 
meeting and whom she knew to be a member of the CP.- She 
specificall y recalled that she put an asterisk behind 
the name of ] 1 She recalled that SA RIORDAN 

challenged her on this, telling her that her reports must 
be completely factual and wanted to know the basis for 
her placing an asterisk behind this name. She stated: t b6 

she finally agreed with SA RIORDAN that she did not know '^ 7C 
this person to be a member of the CP and agreed that she 
would not so identify her in the future unless she 
obtained positive information. 

Miss H OLMES s tated a short time later she "forgot" and 
again identified ! l as a member of the. CP. HOLMES stated 

that SA RIORDAN "bawled me out" for doing this. She stated 
that as "she recalled, she also forgot on an additional 
occasion, at:. which time."JOHN RIORDAN really bawled me 
out". Miss HOLMES stated M I recognize that Mt. RIORDAN 
was right and that I was, wrong, but that he should have 
recognized that: I just forgot". ■ 

• ' Miss HOLMES stated that. She not a highly 
educated person and it was extremely difficult for her 
to prepare her reports in the , manner which SA RIORDAN 
demanded that they be prepared. She described him as a 
perfectionist who would settle for nothing but absolute 
accuracy , which forced her a lot of extra 1 work in re- 
writing her reports. She stated that SA RIORDAN became 
"very stern" with her when he questioned the accuracy of 
some of her statements. 

I asked her on two occasions whether or not she 
possessed any Information indicating any misconduct on 
the part of SA RIORDAN. Her reply on both occasions was 
that she certainly did not possess any such information 
and that SA RIORDAN conducted himself as a gentleman at 
all times, except she felt that on some occasions he became 
too stern with her when he questioned the accuracy of her 
reports . 




She emphatically, denied ever stating that any 
Special Agent of the FBI had ever instructed her to 
delete pertinent Information from her informant reports, 
but may have made a statement indicating that her 
contacting Agent demanded complete accuracy in her 
reports and may have indicated a hostility towards this 
Agent because of these demands. She, however, emphatically 
denied that at any time had any Agent instructed her to 
delete information, but to the contrary had insisted that 
the full facts be reported. 

She recalled that additions had to.be made to 
her reports by her on occasion because she had been too 
brief and had not explained all of the details. 

. She stated that the individuals who apparently 
had reported to the FBI. that she had made uncomplimentary 
statements about the FBI and. an Agent of the FBI had 
apparently misinterpreted her statements and for this, 
she Was sorry. She stated she cannot recall, other 
than indicated above, what transpired at the above 
luncheon meeting or what other statements she might' 
have made which could have been misconstrued. She stated 
she wanted me to know that under no circumstances would 
she ever want to criticize an employee of the FBI, as she 
had the highest regard for all individuals in the Bureau 
whom she has had the occasion to deal with. 

She stated that in the future, she will be 
extremely cautious in making, remarks concerning her 
association with the FBI to insure that no such remarks 
can in; any way be misconstrued as criticism. 

I again insisted that if she possessed any 
information which she felt reflected on the conduct of 
an FBI employee, that such should be related to me at 
this time. She denied that she possessed any such 
information. She promised me that should, in the 
future, any question arise in her mind, she would come 
to me or Mr. WALTERS immediately and would not discuss 
the matter with other individuals.

It was clearly and emphatically pointed out 
to her that she should desist from* making any statements 
which could be construed as critical of her handling by 
the FBI. To this she stated again her high esteem for 
the FBI and following the portion of the interview when 
SA K I OR DAN was present, she emphasized her high regard 
for SA RIORDAN. 

Supervisor WALTERS and I did the best we 
could to keep from identifying BROWN as one of the 
sources of this information. However, as indicated pre- 
viously, she immediately associated allegations with 
conversations taking place in the presence of BROWN, 
even though the allegations at that point were general. 

She immediately commented that she recognized following 
the luncheon meeting that BROWN had misconstrued her ‘ 
remarks and she stated she was indeed sorry that she , 
did not have the opportunity to speak in detail with 
BROWN to correct any misunderstandings which might have 
arisen. ' 

Although HOLMES denies making the allegations, 
it is interesting to note that she immediately associated* 
the allegations with JULIA BROWN. v It is noted, however, : 
that HOLMES emphatically insists she cannot recall any * J: 

comments which: she made which could be construed as un- 
favorable to the FBI* The one statement which BROWN recalls 
concerning LIGHTFOOT, HOLMES emphatically denies making, ; 

but does admit stating that she was "Doing a little bragging" 
by stating that LIGHTFOOT was interested in her and that 
she could have married him. 

I must assume that HOLMES, and possibly BROWN, 
were discussing their former roles as informants with the 
FBI and I can only speculate that one. might have been 
trying: to outdo the other in their conversations. 

We must, of course, recognize in analyzing / 

this situation the irrational behavior of HOLMES in 
other instances since she was discontinued as an informant.. 'r 
The Bureau is aware of the numerous efforts on tho part of 
the FBI to assist her in obtaining employment. Yet, she 
wrote a -letter to the President complaining that nothing : 

had been done for her and readily states now that she . 

wrote this letter at a time when she herself felt she was 
having a nervous breakdown.

O I have enclosed two articles. One article is on 
Lola Belle Holmes W ho worked for the F. B. I. as a Communist. 
Recently she lectured in our community, and I had the fortunate 
opportunity to hear her. Miss Holmes stated she was an under- 
cover agent for the F. B. I. 

A short time after her appearance, Mr. Don Lash 
spoke for the men of the First Methodist Church. He is a retired 
special agent of the F. B. I. I did nctattend this meeting, but after- 
wards I was informed that someone asked him about Miss Holmes. 
He claimed Miss Holmes was not an undercover agent but merely 
a "paid informer. M I would like to know the truth about Miss Holmes’ 
connections with the F. B. I. , as I was impressed with her speech. 

If she was a "paid informer," what is the difference between that 
and an undercover agent? 
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Thank-you very much. 

Sincerely, 
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On March 10, 1966, LOLA BELLE HOLMES advised 
that She had recently had her employment with the Chicago 
Urban League terminated. She stated she has been aware 
for some time of a desire on the part of Urban League 

I to terminate her, allegedly, according 
to HOLMES, because of the fact that she had testified 
and thereby brought unwanted notoriety to the Urban League. 
She stated that the termination was accomplished by 
submission of an unsatisfactory efficiency rating by her 
supervisor. HOLMES also admits to an extreme personality 
clash wi th that individual. As a result she was inter- 
viewed bd I who asked for her resignation. 



HOLMES stated she was very much disturbed over 
derogatory remarks in her efficiency report, which, 
according to her, were not true and which would possibly 
keep her from se curing employment in the future. She / 

said that ! I informed her that if she would resign / 

immediately and leave gracefully he personally would 
guarantee that all such comments would be deleted from her 
file; that the record would show that she resigned voluntarily 
knd that he would continue her salary for the next thirty 
days. On that basis HOLMES resigned effective immediately 
and has not returned to work, although she continues on the 
Urban League payroll through March, 1966. 

According to HOLMES she intends, beginning 
April 1, 1966, to draw unemployment compensation. which she 
states she will be eligible for, until same is exhausted.

in reply to your inquiries, Miss Lola Belle Holmes 
furnished information relating to subversive activities on a confi- 
dential basis to this Bureau from 1956. to 1963* In addition, 

Mr. Thomas A* Younglove furnished information on subversive 
activities to the FBI on a confidential basis from 1945 to 1949. 
Although neither was an employee of this Bureau, they were com- 
pensated for their services. In keeping with my long-standing 
policy, I cannot comment further regarding them.

Recently in our local papers, slanderous remgsjcs 
have been made actually questioning whether Miss Iola Belfg'Holme a, 
and Mr, Thomas Younglove were former FBI agents who came from 
under-cover to testify and name people connected with the Communist 
Party. I have called our local FBI office to confirm whether this 
credibility is indeed a fact, but they referred me to you, 

I have heard Mr. Younglove speak at a study group, 
using documents prepared by the Committee on un-American Activi 
and believed I could speak against Communism with a little more 
knowledge. But when things like, "Mr. Younglove, who claims to 
a former FBI agent" , it makes me doubt whether I would have anything 
to back up a statement I might make to argue any point made by someone 
unaware of the methods used by the Communist party. 

(2) Is it possible to have this confirmed that these 
people actually worked with your Bureau and were agents just people 
who worked with the Bureau without the title "FBI agent"? 

I believe the papers should be made aware they are mis- 
leading the people into doubting any statement which disclaims the 
credit that should be given to these people who endangered their lives 
for us by doing the thing which they did and again does the same thing 
for the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Without you, I shudder to think
